1  hu8  formally  iitveswH  wWi  Authority,  ahd 
endued  with  power  from  on  h-gh,  the  Apo^les 
entered  on  their  office ;  and,  declaring  to  Jew 
and  to  Gentile  the  terms  of  salvation,  re|y6n(- 
ance  fnxm  sin,  and  faith  \*\  the  crucified  Re- 
dae mer,  experienced  •*  iho  testimony*'  of  C;hrist 
•'  to  the  word  of  his  grace,"*  in  the  une\- 
stmpled  triumph  of  the  Gospel  over  the  passion^ 
t-nd  prejudices,  the  in^eteraf^  kiteUectcial  habit* 
and  social  usages,  of  inankhid.  In  the  course 
©f  a  fcvf  year*,  a  mtghty  revolution  was  ef- 
fected, by  their  ministry^  in  tfee  religious  opi^ 
wions  and  practice  of  thfe  tarioils  nMi^s  which 
acknowledged  the  dominion  of  Rome.  The 
t?}iriy  predominance  of  the  Faith  in  the  capital 
and  provinces  of  thai  v»8t  empire  was  naturally 
regarded  as  the  isnmediate  prelude  of  tfte  happy 
^jonsomitialion  presigtvified  in  (he  i^cords  of 
Prophecy,,  wlien  Chrktiintty  should  assume  her 
legitimate  sovereign'^,  and  become  ^he  religion 
of  the  world.  The  n^gnitude  oi  the  obstacles 
already  surmounted  might  justify  the  most  san- 
guine exfjieciafidns.  The  Faith,  T*hith  had  baf- 
fled in  its  infancy  llie  united  hostility  of  human 
wisdom  and  powei^,  had  attained  stability  ai.d 
pen&anenoe,  and  was  advancing  whh  progres-

It  is,  in- 
tleed^  a,  distressing  reflection,    that,    after  the 
lapse  of  so  many  centuries   the  influence  of 
our  blessed  Religion  is  still  so  feebly  and  imper- 
fectly (di  in  the  most  cxieuhivc  and  populoufi 
regions  of  ihn  aiidcnt  world;  that,  while  the  ends 
pf  the.  earth  have  yielded  their  treasures  and 
terriipry  to  the  avaiice  or  ambition  of  Europe, 
tJicy  have  uot  received  in  exchange  tiie  in- 
estimable truths  of  the  Gospel ;  that  the  nations 
of  the  East,  while  they  bow  in   passive  sub- 
mission to  the  power  of  Christians,  reject  the 
yoke  of  Christ.     Yet  nothing,  on  examination, 
will  be  found  iti  the  present  state  of  Religion  in 
ti\c  world,  which  is  not  perfectly  consistent  with 
the   language  of  ancient  Prophecy,    and  tlie 
promii^es  of  our  blessed  Lord. 

'i  he  varied  .predictions  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  coincide  in  describing  a  series  of 
conflicts  between  tlic  gross  superstitions  and  cor- 
rupt affections  of  mankind,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
the  pure  religion  of  Christ,  on  the  other,  till  the

tvarfarc  shall  be  finally  tewninated  by  \he  (ex- 
tinction of  Death,  awi  the  siibjugatiort  of  every 
enemy.     The  reasons  of  this  mH^terioiitf  (fis- 
pensation  are  founded  in  the  nature  of  thihgs 
Conversion  to  Christ  implies  the  submission  of 
the  understanding  and  Will  to  the  law  of  h9Ji- 
Kis ;  a  change  of  the  im^  ,rd  marr,  n'd^ifo  be* 
effected  by  violence,    but  resulting    fmm  the 
conviction  of  4ruth,  and  the  cogency  of  motives 
which  act  bya  moral  efficacy,  and  not  by  c6rti- 
pulsion,  on  the  will.     Our  Lord  has  entrusted' 
this  difficult  work  to  the  intermediate  agency 
of  his  servants,  with  an  assurance  of  effective 
assistance,  in  aid  of  tlieir  faithful  endeavours. 
But  he  has  nowhere  engag;ed  to  cxeyt  iu'lrre^'

1*:'% jipiit  the  rigKt  of  the  Gospel  ovef  the 
benigHted' regions  of  the  East,  has  long  been  a' . 
rarvorite  object ' ofpious  and  reflecting  men, 
among  (He  two  gr<?at    divisrons  oT  Ciiristians 
wlftdr  share  the  Western  world:    and   could  a 
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projecft  of  such,  extent  and  importance  have, 
been  atchievbd  by  hnmiin'  policy  and  power,: 
the  exertions  of  the  RosLAN  Qhuxoh  may  seem, 
toiukve  been  adequate  to  it8  acQorapbshiiient. 
Tbe  celfibiated  Sstabkisbment  ^ :  the '  iVopaga* 
tion  of  the :F;ailh  ccmubandsi  our .  adoqii&ti»n.by 
tjie  grandeur  and  magoi^cence :  of  conception, 
displayed  in  its.  plan,  and>by.the  energy tand 
judgment  which  prepared  and  directed .  ittiq 
arrangement  and  application  of  its  means. 
Its  designs,  in  their  full  extent,  embraced  the 
conversion  of  the  world ;  and  in  the  different 
religious  Orders  prepared  to  act  ufid^r  Us  direc- 
tion, jt  had  the  disjk>^l  of  a' power  pTO4iglous^ 
in  force,  aiid  proportioned  to  the  magnitude 
of  the  uhdertaking."  These  singular  Institutions 
supplied  a  number  of  men  distinguished  by 
afdouf  of  piety  and  innocence  or, life,  ac- 
customed  to  labour,  to  poverty,  m  the  severest 
I^fivations ;  inured  to  implicit  obedience,  profi- 
cients in  the  study  of  human  nature,  and  versed 
in  the  sciencest,  the  aits,  suid,jthe  Jaiiyiua^, 
which  could  facilitateJadmissionand  ihterco^rsci 
ih  the  several  countries  assigned  fpf  the  exer- 
ctions  of  their  zeal.  Arjegular  system  of  in- 
spection and  discipline  insured  the  advantages 

of 
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of  controul  ana  direction  at  the  greatest  distance 
from  home,,  combining  the  movements  of  the 
several  missions,-  and  exacting  the  labours  of 
every  individual  in  his  allotted  station. 

With  such   ample  lirovbion  and  skU/ul  dis- 
position of  means,  the  world  was  prepared  to 
expect  some  extraordinary  result  from  the  united 
efforts  of  this  "  great  company  of  preachers."* 
But  their  |>ath  was  encumbered  with  difficul- 
ties.    The  obstajcles  opposed  to  their  progress, 
by  the  peculiar  tejiets  and  manners  of  the  East, 
were  increased  in  a  tenfold  degree  by  the  dege- 
nerate morals  of  Christians,  and,  above  all,  by 
the  crimes  and  the  cruelties  9f  European  adven- 
turers, which  east  a  dark  shade  of  suspicion  on 
the  motives  and  views  of  the  Missionary,  when 
he  pressed  on  the  acceptance  of  the  natives  tlie 
religion  of  purity  and  peace.     We  are  not  pre- 
pared to  assert,  that  these  impediments,  however 
discouraging,  might  nothave  been  gradually  sur- 
mounted by  tlie  perseverance  and  activity  of  the 
preachers,  if  the  doctrines  and  maxims  of  their 
Church  had  allowed  them  to  teach  the  truths 
of  the  Gospel,  unadulterated  by  erroneous  tra- 
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^tions    ana   to    proclaim  the  sovereigoty  oC 
Christ,  widiout  prife«noe  to  the  dominion  of 
Homer    But  the  nUsadTantages,   under  Nvhicb 
they  laboured  in  these  respects,  were  furth^i 
aggravated  by  the  craft  or  the  vanity  of  indivi- 
duals, who,    in  derogation:' frf  a  |)rimary  iciw, 
with  a  view  to  the  accfuisiUon  of  womintl  pro^ 
selytes,  presumed  to  conceal  or  disguise  the  fun- 
damental truths  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  sanction 
the  "  cbmtnnni^  of  darkness  Wilh  light,'**  by 
operting  the  pale  of  the  Chui^h  to  Idolaters, 
without  faith,  repentance,  or  knowledge,  who 
weie  suffered  to  retain  the  pollutions  of  Pag&nism, 
whilst  they  professed   the  worship  of   Chi'ist. 
Nor  did  tlie  evil  terminate  here.     Their  fairest 
hopes  of  success  were,  in  some  instances,  fatally 
blasted  by  mutual   competitions,    animosities, 
and  dissensions ;    and,    in  others,     completely 
extinguished  by  the  natural    consequences  of 
an  ambitious  policy,  which  infected  their  ranks, 
and  subjected  alike   the  guilty  and   innocent 
to  the  suspicion  and  vengeance  of  the   native 
jMrinccs. 

From  the  operation  of  these  several  causes,  the 
\?lood  of  martyrs  has  flowed  without  the  effect 
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cf  pfcodiknng,  as  in  kappier  agea^  a  new  growth 
of  belJevtfs :  and  among  ^e  deicendante  of 
their  once  numerous  converts,  the  few  who 
Itill  profess  Christianity  are  sunk  in  the  grossest 
corruption,  without  even  a  shadow  of  pteten-^ 
sion  to  the  knowledge,  the  virtue,  the  co«h 
stancy  of  faith,  which  obtained  for  the  primi- 
tive Christians  the  respect  and  admiration  of 
mankind.     When  to  these  considerations  wc 
add  the   principle  of  intolerance,  and  lust  of 
exelusire  domination,  which,  contemning  alike 
the  claims  of  antiquity  and  the  rights  of  con- 
science, invaded  the  privileges  of  the  Eastern 
Bishops  and  Patriarchs,  and  the  liberties  of  the 
native  Christians,  we  shaU  contemplate  without 
astonishment,    and  with  less  poignant  regret, 
the  failure  of  the  Romish  Missions. 

III.  The  enterprizes  of  Protestant  Mission- 
aries, more  contracted  in  plan,  and  less  ostenta- 
tious in  conduct,  may  perhaps  establbh  a  claim 
to  superior  praise,  if  we  compute  the  amount  of 
success  by  the  number  of  real  believers,  and 
allow  iK>  other  test  of  conversion  than  sincerity 
and  efficacy  of  faith.  But  the  hope  of  an  in- 
vidious triumph  Smust  yield  to  feelings  of  humi- 
liation and  shame,  when  we  are   compelled  to 
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acknowiedge,  that  the  ioip^cseion  produced  ion 
the  Aatires  by. the  preachers  of  our  pure  Mali* 
gion  is  almost  as  nothing  in  proportion  to  tlie 
immense  population  ot'  India;  and  that,  among 
the  jProtestant  nations  which  have  obtained 
power  and  influence  in  the  East,,  t^r  have  little 
claim  to  the  palm  of  distinction,  in  the  com- 
parison of  our  feeble  exertions  with  the  ampli- 
tude and  extent  of  our  means. 


The  carco  of  one  venerable  Societv  have, 
iiidec4  for  more  than  a  century,  been  directed 
with  parental  ^licitude  to  that  interesting  quar- 
ter of  the  globe.  .  Among  the  Missionaries  em- 
ployed in  her  service,  are  shining  examples  of 
zeal  and  devotion,  of  knowledge  end  holiness, 
of  meekness,  disinterestedness,  and  charity, 
worthy  of  the  Apostolic  age.  The  virtues  of 
these  holy  men  hare  been  justly  appreciated  by 
the  natives,  have  been  rewarded  by  the  affection 
of  the  lower  orders,  and  the  favour  and  confi- 
dence of  the  great.  Yet,  whilst  in  the  spirit  of 
primitive  Christianity  they  preached  her  purest 
doctrines,  whilst  they  were  respectec'  as  sages,  and 
revered  as  saints,  their  instructions  were  heard 
with  indifference,  and  tlie  number  of  their  con- 
verts was  small.  To  what  peculiar  combination  of 
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circumstances  must  we  ascribe  the  infelicity  and 
barrenness  of  their  conscientious  labouri-  ?  to 
the  obstinate  prejudices  of  the  natives  ?  tlieir 
vicious  habits  ?  their  indiflcrencc  to  truth  ? 
t^ieir  aversion  to  novelty?  their  dislike  to  the 
moral  restraints  implied  in  reformation  andre- 
pentance  ?  The  influence  of  these  causes  is 
great;  perhaps  insurmountably  great,  in  the 
present  state  of  opinions  and  manncn>  among 
the  nations  of  India.  But  is  this  the  whole  of 
the  case?  Is  the  bhme  of  rejecting  the  offer  of 
salvation  exclusively  imputable  to  the  native?? 
Have  we  taken  all  possible  means  to  dissipate  the 
prejudices,  ind  discourage  the  barlr^rous  super, 
stitions;  which  shackle  the-r  mind  and  degrade 
their  character  ?  and  have  they  not  reason  to 
complain,  that  we  have  never  assured  to  the 
convert  protection;  employment,  or  favour, 
security  from  the  resentment,  or  compensation 
for  the  scorn,  of  his  countrymen  ?  May  we 
nc^  find  an  obvious  cause  of  their  disregard  to 
the  Gospel,  and  inaptitude  ^or  ll;c  reception  of 
its  truths,  in  the  prevalence  of  sentiments  and 
conduct  among  the  Europeans  in  India,  alto- 
gether discordant  with  the  pure  spirit  of  evange- 
lical charity,  which  united  the  affection?  ind 
.       •  elforts 
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efforts  of  the  Apostolic  Cbarch  in  the  proino« 
tion  of  the  common  cause 

The  energies  of  society  have  ncFcr  in  fact 
•been  directed  to  the  work  of  conversion  as  an 
object  of  general  concern,  whilst  the  truth  and 
the  dignity  of  our  holy  Religion  are,  in  too 
many  instances,  discredUed  by  the  vic^  of  its 
professors,  their  neglect  of  its  sabbaths  and 
sacred  ordinances,  and  their  contempt  of  its 
ministers  and  doctrines.  The  future  advance- 
ment  of  Christianity  in  India  wiU,  in  a  g-eat 
measure,  depend  on  the  success  of  our  endea- 
vours  to  eradicate  ihc  infidelity  and  correct  the 
morals  of  the  Eiirapean  population.  WiU  the 
Jiative  embrace  a  Faith,  which  is  disgraced  or 
derided  by  its  professors  ?  wiU  he  admit  the  ne- 
cessity  of  renouncing  lus  vicious  practices, 
when  he  discovers  no  traces  of  Christian  virtue  in 
the  conduct  of  Chr  .stians  by  name  ?  A  reforma. 
tion  of  this  kind  might  be  justly  regarded  as  the 
dawn  of  a  brighter  day  in  the  East.  In  the 
present  state  of  society,  it  were  indeed  absunJ 
to  vivy.'ic<  an  immediate  and  extensive  revival  of 

tl  -^^  and  graces  peculiar  to  the  early  ages. 
'But  much  may  be  gradually  effected  by  the  ap- 
pUcation   of  existing    resources,    m  repairing 

neglects 
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meglcctft  and  omi^sionsp  which  are  generally 
ae^owledged  and  lamented  in  the  present  day. 
And  much  hai  already  been  done.  This  great 
concern  of  humanity  i^  no  longer  regarded  witb^ 
ifldiiference :  it  has  engaged  t^c  serious  atten- 
tion of  Groveroment,  and  interested  the  feelings 
of  individuals,  The  necessity  of  extirpating  the 
germ  of  the  evil,  by  rational  and  pi*us  education, 
is  universally  felt;  and  whilst  appropriate  inj 
stru^tion  athoipe  U.^ecured  to  tlie  higher  ranl^ 
institutions  htye  been  established  in  India,  to 
communicate  religious  knowledge  to  the  chil- 
dren of  indigent  CJhristian*.  and  by  e^rly  cul- 
tivation; of  ,rea/^i,,  and  iniusioa  of  virtuous 
prin'iples,  tq  jurep^rej^  hcaits  of  the  natives 
for  die  reception  of  Divine  grace. 

Jn  this  state  of  public  opinion  and  feeling,  the 
formation  of  an  Ecclesiastical  Establishment,  ♦ 
on  the  genuine  model  of  antiquity,  in  the 
capital  of  our  Eastern  dominions  is  a  cir- 
cumstance of  peculiar  importance,  whether  it 
he  considered  as  restoring  to  our  pure  Religion 
Tier  integrity  of  form  and  legitimate  honours, 
and  thus  promot'^ng  the  salutary  influence  of  her 
ministers  and  observance  of  her  ordinances ;  or

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whether  \ve  regard  it  as  a  centre  of  union  to 
men  of  sober  and  reasonable  piety,  who^  ih  the 
arrangement  and  prosecution  of  their  beneficent 
schemes  for  the  advancement  of  the  Gospel, 
^\ill  be  led  by  duty  and  prudence  to  this  high 
authority,  for  information,  direction,  and  assist- 
uncc.  By  the  light  of  this  new  star,  the  wise  and 
tite  virtuous,  who  in  singleness  of  heart  engage 
in  the  service  of  Christ,  will  be  anxious  to  shape 
tlieir  course :  to  tins  point  tiiey  will  look  for  in- 
struction in  the  original  conception  of  their 
plans,  the  preparation  of  means,  aiid  the  choice 
of  instruments :  and  here  they  will  find  their  best 
security  against  the  danger  of  wasting  the  ener- 
gies of  zeal  and  of  talent  in  fruitless  exertions, 
from  want  of  concert  and  regularity  in  their 
proceedings,  or  of  consistency  and  precision  in 
their  views.  To  such  unili^  of  .principle ,  of  action, 
and  of  object f  we  have  traced  the  successes  of  the 
Primitive  Church,  and  from  the  return  of  the 
same  spirit  we  may  expect  the  renewal  of  those 
victories,  which  first  shook  the  empire  of  dark- 
ness, and  the  consummation  of  that  triumph, 
which  shall  effect  its  final  extinction. 

The  general  result  of  these  observations  may 
be  comprised  in  a  few  words.  The  ^ar/y  Christians 

endeavoured 
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endeavoured   to  execute,   with  implicit  obedi- 
ence,   the   injunctions   contained   in   my  text. 
With  their  tongue  they  proclaimed,  in  their  lives 
they  exemplified,  the  whole  doctrine  of  Christ  ; 
the  lahours  of  the    preacher  were   uniformly 
seconded  hy  ♦he  virtuous  zeal  of  the  commimity, 
and  prospered  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lord.     Of 
later  times  it  may  justly  be  said,  that  one  descrip- 
tion of  Christians  has  disfigured  the  Gospel  by 
the  admixture  of  groundless  traditions,  or  ac- 
commodation to  the  corruptions  of  the  world; 
that  another  has  been   culpably  remiss  in   the 
propagation  of  a  pure  Faith  :  and   that  in  bollix 
the  zeal  of  the  preacher,  who  was  tallliful  to  his 
cliargc,  has  been  counteracted  in  various  degrees, 
by  the  relaxation  of  morals,  and  decay  of  piety, 
in  the  great  body  of  Christians;  and  the  work 
of  conversion  has  been  proportional)  y  imperfect 
and  slow.     In  the  glories  of  \\\c  former  period, 
we  discern  the  immediate  presence  of  Christ 
with  his  disciples,   and  the  adequate  fulfilment 
of  his  promise.     In  the  afflicting  reverses  of  the 
latter,  degeneracy  of  practice,    corruption   of 
faith,  and  languor  of  zeal,  have  been  found  to 
obstruct,  by  their  natural  tendencies,  the  gra- 


cious designs  of  Heaven. 
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V\yi\w  this  view  of  the  case,  we  derive  tliO 
coiisoiatory  assurance,  that  the  o1.jU'.c1cs,  which 
have  hitherto  rlisappointed  our  hopes,  may  in 
time  he  surmounted  by  vigorous  and  lionei^t 
application  of  means  confes^^cdly  within  cur 
reacl);  and  alrea  Iv  in  partial  operation.  'Jhr 
paili  \viii(  li  was  trodden  by  the  early  '■■  oles 
is  >till  o])<.n  ;  il  will  still  be  illumined  ''  ,  tlie 
]>reyenec,  and  i-mnotlied  by  the  power,  ot'  the 
Ivcdeemer.  In  making  our  country  the  centre 
ol"  action,  the  source  ot"  light,  to  the  remote  de- 
jjendencics  of  the  empire,  and,  through  them, 
to  the  \\hole  world,  we  j^hall  lay  the  solid 
foundations  of  success.  And  hence  wf*  per- 
ceive the  necessity  of  redoubled  exertion,  to 
ro  )t  the  love  of  Religion  in  the  hearts  of  our 
pe()i)le,  and  to  accustom  them  from  their  in- 
fancy to  walk  as  "  children  of  light.*'*  By  per- 
severance in  this  system,  we  may  ultimately  be 
enabled  10  check  the  moral  infection  too  widely 
dili'used  by  our  cocintrymen,  who  are  brought, 
by  the  calls  of  professional  duty,  or  commercial 
enterprize,  into  immediate  contact  with  the 
Heathen;  and  to  impress  on  their  mind  and 
tlicir  conduct  the  genuine  character  of  Christi- 
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anity,  so  that  "  ail  who  see  tlicm  shall  acknow- 
ledge them,  that  they  are  the  cced  which  the 
Lord   hath  blessed."*      The  supposed  impnicti- 
cability  of  working  an.extensive  reform  among 
a  description  of  men  more  particularly  exposed 
to  the  evils  of  ignorance,  and  the  seductions  of 
vice,  may  furnish  to  indolence  or  indifierence 
a  specious  pretext  for  inaction.     But  Charity,, 
sustained  and  directed  by  the  principles  of  duty 
and  faith,  is  not  easily  discouragtd,  and  never 
despairs:  her  ardour  and  energy  will  quicken 
and  kindle  in  the  struggle  with  difiicuity  ;   her 
strength  will  cncreasewith  exertion;  her  skili 
will  be  j>erfected  by  experience.     Confiding  in 
the  goodne^g  of  her  motives,  her  end,  and  her 
means,  she  will  never  relax  her  endeavours  to 
accompKsh   a  task,    which,    if  sovereignty  be 
granted  to  nations   in   trust  for  tlic  benefit  of 
mankind,    may  seem    to   have   I)ccn    specially 
assigned,  by  the  dispensations  of  Providence,  to 
this  favoured  country.     The  joint  obligations  of 
gratitude,  of  wisdom,  of  duty,  imperiously  rc- 
(luire  our  hearty  concurrence  to  the  apparent 
destination  of  Heaven  :  nor  shall  we  escape  an 
mdelible  stain  of  national  guilt  and  disgrace,  if. 
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indilVcrcnt  to  ihe  welfare  of  our  fellow  creatures 
or  in«^ensiblc  to  the  advantages  which  we  experi- 
ence from  the  diffusion  of  light,  we  refuse  to 
communicate  the  blessing ;  if,  deaf  to  the  gra- 
cious voice  which  invites  us  to  exercise  the 
noblest  of  privileges,  we  leave  it  to  others  t'^ 
•spread  the  truths  of  salvation  to  the  ends  of  tl 
world,  and  to  hasten  the  rising  of  that  glorious 
day,  when  "  the  de>ert  shall  blossom  as  the 
the  leopard  i^hall    lie  down   with  the 


rose 
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kid;"t  'I'^tl  all  the  families  of  the  earth,  re- 
nouncing their  unnatural  animosities,  shall 
merge  the  distinctions  of  country  and  colour 
in  their  common  relation  to  the  Saviour,  who 
died  for  the  redemption  of  mankind.

KING  William  III.  wasgraciouflypleafed, 
on  the   1 6th  of  June,    1701,    to  creB 
and  fettle    a    Corporation    with   a 
perpetual  fuccejion,  by   the  name   of  The  So- 
ciety   FOR    THE    Propagation    of   the 
Gospel    in  Foreign    Parts;  for    the  re- 
ceivings managing^    and  difpofing  of  the  contri- 
butions of  fuch  perfons   as  would  be  induced  to 
extend  their  charity  toicards  the  Maintenance  of 
a   Learned  and  an  Orthodox  Clergy,  and  the 
making  of  fuch  other  provifton  as  might  be  neceJJ'ary 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
upon  information^   that  in  many  of  our  Plan- 
tations,   Colonies,    and   Factories  be- 
yond the  feas,  the  provifioi    for  Minijiers  was 
mean,    and  many  other   of  our  /aid  Planta- 
tions,    Colonies,    and    Factories,    were 
wholly  unpro'-cided  of  a  maintenance  for  Minijiers, 

and 
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and  the  public  worjkip  of  God-,  and  thaly  for  lack 
of  fupport  and  maintenance  of  Juch^  many  of 
his  loving  fubje^is  wanted  the  adminijiration  of 
God's  Word  and  Sacrament Sy  and  Jeemed  to  be 
abandoned  to  Atheifm  and  Infidelity ^  and  others  of 
them  to  PopiJJj  Superjiition  and  Idolatry. 

The  Society  was  compofcd,  by  the  Charter, 
of  the  Chief  Prelates  and  Dignitaries  of  the 
Church,  and  of  feveral  Lords  and  eminent  per- 
fons  in  the  State,  with  a  power  to  ele6t,  from 
time  to  time,  fuch  others  to  be  Members  of 
the  Corporation,  as  they,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  {hould  think  beneficial  to  their  charit- 
able defj^jHS,  to  receive  tlic  donations  of  afl 
charitable  and  well-difpofed  pcrfons  towards  this 
moft  pious  defign :  And  thrr»'  an  elpecial  blef- 
(mgthis  -work  of  the  Lord  bath  all  along  pre fpered 
in  their  hands. 

The  Society,  as  their  Charter  dircds,  give  an 
annual  account  to  the  Lord  High  Chancellor, 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Kings  Bmcht  and 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas^  of 
the  feveral  fums  of  money  by  them  received, 
and  laid  out,  and  of  the  management  and  dit- 
pofition  of  the  reveiiaes  of  the  Corporation : 
an  Abftradt  of  which,  and  of  their  proceedings, 
they  annually  publifh,  and  take  this  opportunity 
of  returning  their  moft  hearty  thanks  for  the 
particular  Benefactions  which  were  received 
in  the  year  i8i6,  vtz.

Newfoundland. 

The  veneraWe  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  de- 
pai'ted  this  life  in  the  month  oi  FebrusAy,  1 8 1  <^, 
after  more  than  fifty  years  devoted  to  the 
service  of  Religion  in  the  North  American  Co- 
lonies, first  as  a  Mis^onary  in  the  United  States, 
previously  to  their  septiratlon  from  the  Mother, 
Country,  and  afterwards  as  tlic  Primary  English 
Bislwp  io  thoae  Colonies  which  are  now  de- 
signated British  North  America.  The  Society, 
under  whose  auspices  this  exemplary  Prelate 
continued  for  the  greatest  part  of  his  long  and 
laborious  life,  were  ever  sensible  of  the  value 
and  importance  of  his  unwearied  exertions  in 
the  cause  af  virtue  and  rf''igion.  The  prospe- 
rAy  of  the  Church,  in  tliose  distant  parts  of  his 
Majesty's  dominions,  is  principally  «wing  to 
his  active  superintendance,  and  his  frequent 
correspondence  with  the  Society  bears  full  tes- 
timony to  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  he 
executed  tlie  functions  of  his  high  office. 

Early  in  last  spring  the  Society  learnt  with 
regret  from  the  Rev.  David  Rowland,  that  it  was 
his  intention  to  resign  the  Mission  of  St.  John's; 
as  he  found  1'-,  health  and  spirits  unequal  to  the 
performance  of  the  laborious  duties  ?»tached  to 
his  charge.  The  niai  .est  injury  which  the 
cause  of  religion  would  sustain  by  the  absence 
of  the  pri:icipal  Missionary  in  the  island,  be- 
fore his  place  could  be  supplied  from  England, 

itas 
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has  induced  him.  at  the  request  ot  the  Society 
1  f'Pf*"  another  winter  at  St.  John's,  in  hopes 
that  the  Society  may  have  it  in  their  power  to 
provide  for  the  performance  of  the  ecclesiastical 
duties  of  the  Mission,  previously  to  his  embark- 
ation for  England.   It  is  probable  Mr.  Re  *vland 
may  return  to  St.  John's  after  a  short  absence, 
should  he  find  his  health  sufficiently  restored  bv 
his  native  air,  the  Society  having  been  enabled 
to  supply  his  place  at  SL  John's,  pro  Umpore, 
by  the  transfer  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Grantham  from 
^urin  to  that  place.     Mr.  Rowland  speaks  in 
the  inoel  favourable  terms  of  the  state  of  his 
Mission :    his  congregation  is  numerous   and 
attentive ;  and  he  has  the  gratification  to  add, 
that  not  a  smgle  instance  of.gross  misconduct  in 
any^ne^jf  his  congregation  has  occurred  sirce 
(disappointment  to  it.     A  District  C   imittee 
in  aid  of  ti.e  Society  for  Promoting   Christiail 
Kj)P5vI^4ge,  has  lately  been  estal  .ished  at  Sf 
John's,  and  has  met  with  every  decree  of  en- 
roura^^ement.

unfortunate  mtelligence  of  the  utter  destruction 
by  hre  of  the  Church  on  his  \rission.

The  Her.  John  Clinch,  Misaonary  it  Trinity 
Bay,  gives  a  very  favourable  account  of  the 
state  of  lus  Mission,  and  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  he  vyas  in  hopes  that  the  jnhabitants  would 
have  erected  a  new  Church  at  Trinity,  but  the 
state  of  the  foreign  markets  has  had  so  injuriovs 
an  influcRce  upon  the  prosperity  oi  the  island, 
that  the  Bubscriptions  fof  that  purpose  have  aU 
most  entirely  failed.

During  the  last  year,  the  Society  considered 
themselves  peculiarly  fortunate  in  meeUng  with 
two  Clergymen  of  great  respectability,  the  Rev* 
Thomas  Grantham  and  the  Rev.  John  ieigh,. 
ready  to  undertake  the  important  and  laborious 
office  of  Missionary  on  the  Island  of  Newfound^, 
land.  Mr.  Grantham  was  appointed  to  Bijrin» 
and  Mr.  Leigh  to  Twillih^atc  in  consequence 
of  the  representations  which  had  beeii  made 
through  the  Utc  Govcxnor,  Sir  Robert  Keais» 
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of  the  anxious  wish  of  the  inhabitants  of  thoM 
places  to  be  ftimisbttr  with  «  residem  Micmon. 
ary,  anci  oi*  their  readines«  to  cocitribme  r^ry 
con6iderab)y  to  the  maintenance  of  their  Mi- 
nister. 

The  gpeciiio  sum  proposed  by  ibe  Comnnttee 
at  Burin,  for  the  encoiuugement  of  a  Missionary, 
amounted  to  jCsoo  pn  annum,  imtepcndom  «f 
the  customary  eurplico  fees,  and  a  jpafsoaago 
house.    Tliis  operated  with  the  Society  aa  Ml 
inducement  to  givo  Burin  the  pfcl^srence  in 
their  appointments,  a*  ^ley  comidered  this  c»« 
gagemeirt,  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitant*,  in  th<$ 
ligfhf  not  only  of  a  pecuniary  ttdnatage  to  clw 
incumbem,   but  as  a  tcitiniony  of  thar  goocft 
dispotitionft  mA  t^nxiow  detire  to  have  the  «pe- 
ritual  cornet  c>f  %  rMiibnt  Ministof.    But  it 
ia  with  much  conoem  that  the  Society  hiii« 
l«amt,  that  the  mlmhltaiito  of  Burin  have  hoc

Bishop,  the  Board  have  agreed  to  advance  hi» 
salary  £200  per  annum ;  and  in  consideration .  of 
ahe  very  laborious  duties  attached  to  the  Mission, 
they  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  allow  ^100 
per  annum  for  an  Assistant  at  St.  Paul's.     It 
had  been  for  some  time  a  favourite  object  with 
the  Society  to  introduce  the  Madras  system  of 
education  into  the  Nortb  American  Colonies,. 
and  during  the  last  summcF,  independent  of 
many  previous  efforts,  they  have  been  enabled. 
to  carry  this  object  into  execution,  with  the 
most  favourable  prospect  of  success.     At  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Na- 
tional Society,,  they  have  engaged  with  Mr,. 
West,  at  a  "ery  liberal  salary,  who  had  been 
educated  at  Baldwyn's  Gardens,  to  embark  for 
Halifax,    and  superintend  the  formation  of  a 
school  upon  the  Madras  principles.     Informa- 
tion has  been  received  thai  the  establishment, 
has  met  with  a  very  favourable  reception  among 
all  classes  of  the  inhabitants.

The  Rev.  Micaiah  Townshend  was  ordained 
Priest  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec,  in  the 
course  of  the  summer;  he  attends  alternately 
every  Sunday  at  a  Church  on  Cald wells  Manor, 
and  in  a  School  House  in  Christies  Manor, 
where  a  large  Congregation  is  assembled.  The

The  Church  at 
Caldwells  Manor  is  not  yet  completed,  but  there 
is  every  prospect  that  it  will  be  so  in  the  course 
of  the  present  year.  Mr.  Townshend  reports, 
with  much  satisfaction,  that  the  hostile  senti- 
nients  against  tlie  Church,  whicli  were  at  first 
violent  and  repulsive,  are  gradually  subsiding, 
and  he  has  now  the  prospect  of  being  more 
extensively  useful  to  them.  There  still  remains, 
however,  in  the  minds  of  many,  a  fixed  oppo- 
sition to  an  Establis!ied  Church,  which  nothing 
but  time  and  perseverance  will  be  able  to  re- 
move.       .
